Sec. 1. RCW9.46.0305 and 1987 ¢ 4 s 25 are each anmended to read
as follows:

The | egislature hereby authorizes the wagering on the outcone of
the roll of dice or the flipping of or matching of coins on the
prem ses of an establishnent engaged in the business of selling food or
beverages for consunption on the prem ses to determ ne which of the
participants will pay for <coin-operated nusic on the premses or
certain itens of food or beverages served or sold by such establishnent
and therein consuned. Such establishnents are hereby authorized to
possess dice and dice cups on their prem ses, but only for use in such
[imted wagering. Persons engaged in such limted form of wagering
shall not be subject to the crimnal or civil penalties otherw se
provided for in this chapter((—PROADPED—Fhat—mners—shall—be barred

NEW SECTION. Sec. 2. A new section is added to chapter 9.46 RCW
to read as foll ows:

(1) It is unlawmful for any person under the age of eighteen to play
in authorized ganbling activities, including, but not limted to,
punchboar ds, pul | -t abs, or card ganes, or to participate in
fund-rai sing events. Persons under the age of eighteen nay play bingo
and anusenent gane activities only as provided in comm ssion rules.

(2) A person under the age of eighteen who viol ates subsection (1)
of this section by engaging in, or attenpting to engage in, prohibited
ganbling activities commts a class 2 civil infraction under chapter
7.80 RCWand is subject to a fine set out in chapter 7.80 RCW up to
four hours of community restitution, and any court inposed costs.

(3) Munici pal and district courts wthin the state have
jurisdiction for enforcenent of this section, subject to the provisions
of RCW 13. 04. 030.

(4)(a) An enployer may conduct an in-house controlled purchase
program aut hori zed for the purposes of enployee training and enpl oyer
sel f-conpl i ance checks.

(b) The civil infraction provisions of this section do not apply to
a person under the age of eighteen who is participating in an in-house
controll ed purchase program authorized by the comm ssion under rules
adopted by the conmm ssion. Vi ol ations occurring under an in-house
controlled purchase program authorized by the comm ssion may not be
used for crimnal or adm nistrative prosecution.

(c) An enployer who conducts an in-house controlled purchase
program authorized under this section shall provide his or her
enpl oyees a witten description of the enployer's in-house controlled
purchase program The witten description nust include notice of
actions an enployer may take as a consequence of an enployee's failure
to conply with conpany policies regardi ng unaut hori zed persons engagi ng
in ganbling activities during a controlled purchase program authori zed
under this section.
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
